whole of their resources and their 
strength into breaking th e British 
line at that point and that, their 
objective would be the ca p tu re of 
! Amiens and the severance of the 
British and French forces. 
“ T hat was the conclusion Sir 
Henry Wilson, (chief of the im 
perial staff) came to a n d which 
was subm itted at that time, two 
or three month s ago and I think 
that it was one of the m o st re­ 
m arka ble forecasts of e n e m y in­ 
tentions th a t ever was made. An­ 
other rem a rk a b le prediction was 
that 
it 
m ight probably succeed 
to the extent of penetratin g the 
British line to the extent of half 
the distance of the front a t ta c k ­ 
ed. 
“ T here was another advantage. 
There was, first of all the a d v a n ­ 
tage which the Germans h a d from 
having die initiative. 
T h e re was 
a fu rth e r advantage they h ad and 
this undoubtedly, was the g reat­ 
est advantage, from having a unit­ 
ed c o m m a n d opposed to a dual 
one. 
They owe much of th e suc­ 
cess of this attack to this. 
“ It was reported to me on good 
au th o rity th a t the kaiser i n fo rm ­ 
ed ex-King Constantine: 
I shall 
beat them, for they have no unit­ 
ed c o m m a n d .’ 
Which show s that

Weather Conditions Favor. 
“The enemy have a nother incid­ 
ental, b u t as it turned out, very 
important advantage— that of the 
weather.

“Not only that, hut th e fact 
that it was warm increased the 
mist and the Germans were actu­ 
ally in some parts within a few 
yards of our front line 
before 
anyone knew of their approach. 
This was a .special disadvantage 
to us, inasm uch as our scheme of 
organization in

upon the cross-line

.■bino guns and artillery. 
At One Time Very Critical. 
“ With regard to the battle it­ 
self, at one time it was u n d o u b t ­ 
e d ly very critical.

Dean Davenport in decent Bulle­ 
tin Given Suggestions with B«*f- 
etc'nce to F»*o*I I’rod tnt ion — 
I 'aimers 
May Vary 
Accepted 
IMan of Agriculture. 


In a recent bulletin Dr. Eugene 
Davenport, dean of the college of 
agriculture, outlines Illinois’ pro­ 
g r a m of food production. This bul­ 
letin is of interest, not only because 
lo? the suggestions it makes hut by 
I way of comparison. 
The college 
j of agriculture has for years past 
I advocated what has been known 
as the Illinois plan of agriculture 
an d soil 
preservation. 
This pro­ 
g r a m has the purpose to keep pro­ 
duction as nearly as possible at 
maximum and at the same time 
to build up the fertility of the 
soil. 
Times ara* Unusual 
T he food 
production 
program 
ta k e s into consideration the fact 
th a t these are unusual times ami 
it is granted 
t h a t in the present 
emergency 
for 
foodstuffs 
that 
with propriety a farmer may in 
so m e instances vary the accepted 
Illinois plan of agriculture. 
Dr. 
Davenport’s suggestions with ref­ 
erence to foods a r e as follows: 
in ordinary times 
the farmer 
follows the m arkets and raises the 
crops that pay him best. 
This is 
not only good business but in the 
long run it is the best way of serv­ 
ing the public. 
Now, however, 
a higher duty 
rests upon him. 
He is in posses­ 
sion of our lands 
and he must 
; produce, first of all, those foods 
I which the world needs most, re- 
jg ardless of 
w h a t 
may be most 
profitable . 
Like the soldier, he 
m u s t do the th in g which circum­ 
stances require, even at a sacri­ 
fice. 
Unlike the soldier, he will 
not he called upon to make 
tin* 
J suprem e sacrifice. 
While the war 
I lasts, the obligation of the farmer 
is to work his lands to the best 
I advantage to th e nation and its 
: allies, 
in the last analysis the 
land belongs to the people, and 
) th e question before every farmer 
f now* is this: 
“ W hat would Uncle 
! Sam tell me to do on my farm if 
h** w**re a real person in charge 
■ of this war and the resources of 
! the country?” 
The markets, being demoralized 
by congested and irregular tran s­ 
portation, are no longer a guide to 
what the world needs. That guide 
is now the Food Administration, 
which knows th e 
needs of the 
arm ies and the allies and whose 
expression of these needs as e n ­ 
dorsed by the Department of Ag­ 
riculture is the working basis for 
| an effective program in food pro- 
| duct ion. 
All these needs are for standard 
j foods, and we shall get on best by 
adhering to the major foods pro­ 
duced by methods well established 
by long experience. 
The situation 
does not call for a revolution in 
American farm practice, but ra th ­ 
er for certain shifts to meet the 
disturbed conditions 
across the 
, water. 
The Need for Wheat 
T he supreme need is tor wheal. 
; th e greatest of all the bread grains 
la n d , with minor 
exceptions, the 
J most 
readily 
transported 
and 


stored. European fields a r e devas­ 
tated and European farm ers have 
largely tu rn e d 
soldiers. 
Remote 
supplies a r e shut away by lack of 
shipping, a n d America m u s t make 
good that 
reduction. 
T h i s will 
call for m o re than twice o u r usual 
export. 
W ith a world shortage 
when the w a r began and with a 
bad season behind us, every acre 
that can g ro w wheat should do 
that work until 
the shortage is 
made good and a safe su rp lu s is 
accumulated. 
, 
Wars a re fought on fat, and fat 
is the most concentrated of all 
the forms of food that put energy 
into the body. 
It is fat t h a t the 
Germans lack; it is fat t h a t our 
corn can produce far beyond the 
capacity of any other crop. 
Vege­ 
table fats an d oils are good, hut 
for a variety of reasons th e animal 
fats are f a r better. 
Our second 
great undertaking must be, there­ 
fore 
to 
produce 
the 
largest 
amounts possible 
of th e animal 
fats. 
Butter a n d Pork Desirable 
Of all fo rm s of animal fat. but­ 
ter and pork are the m o st desir­ 
able, butter for sedentary people 
and pork fo r the 
laborer, 
the 
camper, th e .soldier—the m a n who 
lives out of doors and w h o needs 
to get the greatest possible energy 
out of his food. 
For this purpose 
pork is b e tte r than butter, for it 
c arries a considerable proportion 
of lean m eat. 
Pork is preferable for still an­ 
other reason: the pig can make 
more pounds of human food out 
of his feed than can a n y other 
animal except the cow, a n d that is 
a fundamental consideration now. 
The following table from Jo rd a n ’s 
“The Feeding of Animals” gives 
the amounts of human food actual­ 
ly eatable t h a t can be m ad e by the 
different animals from o n e 
hun­ 
dred pounds of digestible feed.

L e s s F a t Beef ami Mutton 
lf we a r e to raise m o re wheat 
with less 
labor, 
it 
m u s t mean 
some reduction in the c o rn crop, 
and this reduction must be made 
good by marketing our beef and 
mutton w ith less fat. 
Tallow and 
mutton fat are far less eatable 
than are p o rk and butter, and the 
carcass of beef and mutton is less 
easily transported and sto re d than 
is bacon. 
W e shall eat le a n e r beef 
and mutton, therefore, while the 
war lasts a n d , for a time a t least, 
less of it. 
Must liaise More Animals 
This need not mean 
t h a t 
we 
shall raise fewer animals. Indeed 
the opposite policy should prevail. 
Europe will need our a nim als for 
the restocking 
of her h e rd s as 
soon as the war is pver. 
W e have 
immense quantities of p a stu re and 
of forage a n d these should go,into 
young animals, marketed without 
e x tr e m e finish while the w a r lasts 
but maintained in full supply for 
restocking a t whatever moment it 
may cease. 
While t h e farmer like th e sol­ 
dier must do his duty, a n d at a 
sacrifice if need be, th e re is one 
important difference betw een the 
two. 
The soldier 
has 
hut one 
duty, to fight. 
He is b e in g fed 
and supported from behind. The 
fanner has two duties; o n e is to 
feed the w orld; the other is to do 
his share in supporting t h e army 
with a d e q u a te 
supplies 
and in 
meeting t h e expense of t h e war. 
This second duty ho c a n n o t dis­ 
charge u n le ss his business pays 
out as he goes 
along, 
for the 
farmer is n o t a capitalist. 
To carry out a program of pro­ 
duction will require a reasonable 
program of consumption. 
if, for 
example, t h e housekeeper uses a 
kind of p o ta to paste as a substi­ 
tute for bu tter, she will n o t only 
cheat her family of a needful food, 
but she will by that much help to 
break dow n 
the dairy business, 
which produces the cheapest of all 
animal foods, 
if she reduces milk 
consumption 
she 
will 
do the 
same, with nothing gained either 
in food or in money. 
If transportation fails to reduce 
congestion a t any point, t h e mar­ 
kets will become clogged and the 
resulting low prices will lie mor­ 
alize 
production. 
Mr. 
Hoover 
must p re v e n t this, 
lf h e cannot 
ship, he will ask us to consume 
untol he c a n relieve congestion. 
Therefore follow Hoover! When 
he says “ s a v e ”, we should save; 
when 
he 
says 
“consum e” 
we 
should consume. In this way only 
can production he sustained.

DANGEROUS TO WHEAT 


Department of .Agriculture Asks 
to Hail* 
Plants 
Destroyed— 
Causes Black 
S tem R ust. 


M. I.. Hildreth has received a 
communication from the office of 
Hie Chief Inspector of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture asking him 
to a s s i s t in seeing to the destruc­ 
tion of common barberry sh ru b ­ 
bery. ^ The letter is addressed to 
all nurserymen in the country. 
For many years nurseries have 
sold Barberry shrubbery for o rn a ­ 
mental 
purposes. 
Mr. Hildreth 
said yesterday that undoubtedly a 
! great deal of it would be found 
on lawns thruout the city. 
He 
said t hat there was also some in 
the parks. 
It is asked that all plants lie 
destroyed and that Japanese bar­ 
berry the substituted in its place. 
The 
common 
barberry 
causes 
black stem rust to wheat, rye and 
barley crops. 
The communication 
follows : 
Department of Agriculture, 
Office of Chief Inspector, 
Crbana, Illinois, 
March 30, lh I 8. 
To the Nurserymen of Illinois, 
Gentlemen: 
An urgent call has come from 
Secretary Houston of the I'. S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture, for tile 
destruction of the common b a r­ 
berry 
Berberis vulgaris and pur- 
pures— in the wheat growing sec­ 
tions of our 
country including 
Illinois to protect the wheat, rye 
and barley 
crops against 
loss 
from th e black stem rust, which 
infects and multiplies on the fol­ 
iage of barberry during the spring 
months. 
Every person having the objec­ 
tionable shrubs on his premises 
will be urged to destroy the same 
at once both as a wise measure 
for conserving the 
food crops, 
and as a patriotic duty at a tim e 
when o u r food supply is so vitally 
related to oui success or failure 
in the war. 
The nurserymen of Wisconsin 
have agreed to dig out and destroy 
all of th e common barberry g r o w ­ 
ing in their nurseries, and the Illi­ 
nois nurserymen are asked to do 
the same. 
I am aware that the n ursery­ 
men will be the heaviest losers 
in this campaign, but am sure th a t 
this consideration will not prevent 
them from 
complying promptly 
with the reguest of our U. S. Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture.
